Hundreds of police were busy 
throughout the day raiding “black 
and tan” resorts’ in the black belt, 
and pinochle sessions were interrupt- 
ed in practically every saloon in town 
by inquisitive police. 
So great was the public clamor 
against this police activity, which 
started Saturday, that newspapers 
printed prohibition laws in full, or 
in part, Sunday to quiet indignation. 

Laws Explained. 
It seems that the laws call’ for 
such interference with drinking. 
Returning from the Sunday raids, 
Police Chief Fitzmorris called a con- 
ference of precinct captains, at which 
plans to go still further were out- 
lined. 
Most of the captains were surprised 
at the possibilities of the dry laws. 
They were explained by James Breen, 
assistant corporation counsel, and 
when they, ascertained that barkeep- 
ers selling liquor over the bar could 
be arrested; that a man coming out 
of a saloon’ intoxicated could be 
booked for disorderly conduct, and 
even homes raided with a search war- 
rant, there was great activity. 
This is the first police raid on liq- 
uor violators since the state dry laws 
were passed.

All the large lake boats here 
weathered the storm. Some dragged 
their anchors, but none was beached.

rbelk Urges. 
Most Humane Form of W. arfare, She Says 
Case for Poison Gas 


| 


BY IDA M. TARBELL. | 
Washington, December 18.—(Spe- 
cial.) —To those of us—and we are 
many—to whom the great hope in 
the Washington conference is what 
it will do to kindle in the nations of 
the earth a greater cOmmon hatred} 
of war and a greater common faith 
in the possibility of doing away with 
it for good and all, the stage which 
the conference entered the third week 
of its life and where it still remains, 
has been fairly trying. We want 
the world made over—we want men 
made brothers—and we want it done 
now. The conference has a long list 
of difficult practical problems before 
it. "They can only be solved by com- 
mon agreement. It has settled down 
to careful, patient dealing with each 
one of them, and is refusing to be 
stampeded by outside criticism and 
suspicion. It will not hasten until 
it is sure that it has done the best 
it can with each particular matter. 
It is intent on leaving no loopholes 
in its work. 

It is a hard period for us. Here 
is a great and powerful body in which 
we see vested an amazing power for 
good or evil and it is giving its en- 
tire attention to facts. It will not 
budge until they are gathered, tested, 
digested. But if thie is a trying peri- 
od it is a very useful one for those 
who are willing to fall in step and 
trv the best they can from the out- 
side also to get down to facts. 

One useful realization that will 
come to the impatient from such a 
procedure is pretty sure to be that a 
large amount of the heated emotion 
we spend in attacking the God of War 
must be a vast amusement to his 
majesty. He must see how often 
in our despair and loathing we have 
overlooke really vulnerabie points 
in his armament. He's a beast. but 
he’s a beast who knows his business. 
If we're ever to put an end to him 
we mu.: control our emotions and use 
our brai:s sufficiently to understand 
that business. Unless we do this 
we are very apt simply to play into 
his hands. I believe we are in danger 
of doing that very thing in our atti- 
tude toward chemical warfare, or as 
we call it, “poison gas.” We are 
spending time and emotion protest- 
ing against it witho... knowing what 
it means. I have done so myself, tak- 
ing it for granted there was nothing 
to be said for it. But I think I have 
been wrong. sae 

The other day here in Washing- 
ton I sat with a group of the really 
great chemists of the country—men 
of science—in whom the passion for 
pure knowledge is so strong that they 
give their lives to research from which 
rarely indeed do they reap a mate- 
rial reward in any proportion to the 
value of their discoveries. Into the 
conversation of this group I strolled 
with the easy assurance of one who 
knows nothing. 

“FT would prefer death from shot 
and shell any day to death by gas,” 
I said. 

“And why?” they asked. 
“The very thought of gas terrifies 
me,” I replied. ‘Ine torture of suf- 
focation, the blindness, the burnt 
body, they must be beyond endur- 
anee,” 

Then very gently the chemists told 
me a few things I did not know. 
“Your chances of life after gass- 
ing,” they said, “are twelve times as 
good as after having been hit by 
bullet, bomb, shrapnel or shell. Twen- 
ty-five per cent of the boys we lost 
in the great war were killed by these 
weapons. Only 2 per cent of our 
gas casualties died. And very few 
of these died on ‘the battlefield.” 
“Moreover, your sufferings from 
gas are not as you imagine, anything 
like that which comes from losing a 
leg, an arm, from having your head

field and in the hospital, relieves suf- 
fering more promptly arid more com- 
pletely than in the case of any other 
kind of serious wound. ae 
“But it so often leaves you blind. 
“No,” they said, “you're wrong. 
You've seen Sargeant’s picture of the 
poor fellows blinded at Ypres by mus- 
tard gas; You cannot forget it. But 
rethember that 75 per cent of the 
blinded men he painted were fit for 
duty in three months. If they had 
been laid low by shot and shell many 
a one of them would have been per- 
manently blinded and most of them 
would have had shattered limbs. Gas 
leaveg no cripples. It does not blind. 
High explosives do both.” | 

“But it causes tuberculosis.” 

“The chemical warfare services of 
England, France, Germany and_ the 
United States have been carefully 
studying the relation of tuberculosis 
and gas. Their conclusion now, after 
three years’ experience, 1s that of our 
own surgeon-genéral: ‘Tuberculosis | 
did not occur any more frequently | 
among the soldiers who had been 
gassed than among those who had 
not been.’ ”’ 

“But how can you explain that 
awful sweeping devastation in April 
of 1915?” ; 

“Tt was awful. It came before we 
had devised protection. Gas Was an 
outlaw of war, made so bythe Hague 
convention of 1907. Germany had 
signed that convention, but she broke 
faith at Ypres. That first cloud of 
poison gas came without warning, we 
had no defense. It left hundreds: of 
soldiers dead and dying on a field 
which had to be abandoned. That hor- 
ror still sticks in the minds of the 
world. They forget the defense we 
prepared; a defense that in our own 
army reduced the death rate to 2 per 
cent, although gas caused 27 per cent 
of our casualties.”

rarely been more astounded. 
myself on having some basis of fact 
for my assertions, even for my preju- 
dices.» But here I had evidently rest- 
ed myself on a terrible impression re- 
ceived im the early months of the 
war,*overlooking entirely the fact that 
the’ chlorine cloud that wrought such 
havoe in 1915 would have left an army 
furnished with modern respirators un-

The fact about chemical warfare 
seems to be that it is. at once the 
most effective weapon of attack and 
defense ever devised by man, and at 
the same time it is the most humane— 
ironical as it ig to use that word with 
the .infernal business of war. ‘There 
seems to be no end to the application 
df gas. Its strategic value has only 
been hinted at. For instance, mus- 
tard gas can be so used that a terri- 
tory can be made impassable for days, 
and this without loss of life. With a 
tear gas, properly used, a whole army 
could be routed in an hour, and the 
ground held, while in a few hours the 
vanquished would be as fresh as ever. | 
And think of whafan improvement |

The chlorine gas. which caused 
such a disaster to the allies at Ypres 
in 1915, is used for all sorts of 
bleaching processes. Millions of gal- 
lons of water are purified daily by 
it. Combined with lime it makes the 
chloride of lime with which every 
housewife is familiar. Chlorine is 
used freely in every laboratory. All 
that the German chemical plants had 
to do was to turn out in quantity | 
a thing which they were accustomed 
to manufacturing for peace. 

The mustard gas, which so startled 
the allied armies when it was first 
used, was obtained by arresting at a 
certain stage one of the processes by 
which indigo is madé@ That is, you 
Start out to make indigo, and just 
before you reach it you stop, take a 
Short step, and there is mustard gas! 
Indigo plants, when necessary, be- 
come war plants. 

Most of these powerful new deadly 
chemicals of which we hear such ter- 
rifying stories, have been discovered 
While searching for dyes, for medi- 
cines, for one or another of a mul- 
titude of the useful jarticles with 
which chemistry blessed the world. 

These poisons are by-products of 
peaceful science- They are bound to 
e found out, as laboratory research 
goes on. You cannot develop new 
medicines as chemistry is all the 
lime aiming to do, yow cannot in- 
crease the number and value of dyes, 
of perfumes, of the solutions required 
in photography, without on your way 
running the risk of discovering some- 
thing more terrible than ever yet has 
been found. There is no necessity 
of manufaturnig any one of these 
deadly things in peace times in or- 
der-to have the advantage of them 
in war. All that is necessary is a 
staff of trained chemists, the for- 
mulae, the skill to convert quickly 
the factory so as to produce in quan- 
tities, and of course, adequate de- 
fenses developed, for it must be re- 
membered that if you have found out 
a deadly gas the chemists of other 
nations may also have found it and 
prepared themselves to use it. 

In all of this there is something 
very important for those who look 
upon permanent world peace as pos- 
sible. It is one of those slow realiza- 
tions coming on us out of the expe- 
rience of the great war. Your sub- 
marine, your warship, your great guns 
have no peaceful use; they are calcu- 
lated only to kill; they require an 
enormous investment which is a dead 
loss to a country in times of peace. 
Moreover, their very existencé fosters 
the war spirit. The air fleet and 
chemical weapons serve the ends of 
peace, they aid and bless.men, and, al- 
most over night, if necessary, can be 
converted to war purpose. And here 
is another and significant fact. No- 
body can make money out of poison- 
ous gases. Your high explosives can 


do with mustard gas or any of its col- 
leagues when peace comes, is to-dump 
them into the sea. Powder, shot and 
shell can be salvaged—there is money 
in them—and where money is there 
is always temptation. 

It may not be entirely fanciful to 
suggest that the time will come when 
we shall have so developed the air fleet 
and chemical defense that we can wafe- 
ly wipe out our present vast and cum- 
bersome war machinery. If we could 
do this what would we have? De- 
fense of the most practical kind—de- 
fense having no look of war about it 
—a defense which would lift,the great- 
er part of the burden of war expense 
which weighs so heavily now upon:the 
masses (chemical warfare is cheap)— 
a defense that would keep men busy 
at useful, beneficent work, and turn 
them to destructive efforts only when 
compelled to protect their country. 

Suppose that it should come about 
that the war of the future was left 
to the chemist and the aviator, that 
ships and guns did become obsolete. 
as is being so freely prophesied today 
—might it not be that finally our 
common sense would revolt against 
seeing two great beneficent factors of 
our daily life which were building up 
wealth and comfort and health for us 
turned suddenly to destroying prop 
erty and lives in order to settle mis- 
understandings and quarrels with 
Might it not be that 
such &.sight’ would finaly drive into. 
our minds the enormous absurdity of 
war? 

One thing is certain, this confer- 
ence cannot outlaw chemical war- 
fare, as a large part of the public 
is demanding Germany, the nation 
which developed the use of poison 
gas in such a variety of ways in the 
great war, is today armed to the teeth 
chemically. What else could we ex- 
pect? She has been stripped of ev- 
ery other defense—she has not been 
admitted to the councils either of the 
league of nations or the conference 
for the limitation of armament. Could 
we expect that she would not prepare 
to use this, the only weapon in her 
power? é; 

But Germany aside you ¢annot out- 
law chemical warfare unless you are 
willing to destroy the chemist and 
all his works. We cannot do that. 

What this conference can do, how- 
ever, is to make an_ international 
agreement forbidding the use of any 
gases acainst cities, unless they , ard 
the centers for the manufacture of 
chemicals or other munitions of war. 
and even then, so our own chemical 
service suggests, the gases should not 
be used until non-combatants had 
heen given an Opportuyity to with- 
draw. Of course we are familiar 
will the breaking of these interna- 
tional agreements, but in a case of 
prison gas the breaking of the con- 
tract would bring such awful punish- 
ment on a belligerent that all the 
chances are in favor of its being re- 
garded. ‘ 

The recognition of chemical war- 
fare, of course, lets loose a whole 
swarm of difficult problems. If we 
are to accept it—and it is folly to 
suppose that we can successfully out- 
law it—a nation’s future strength 
in war will depend upon the chemist, 
its dyes and indigo. plants will be 
its future navy yards and arsenals. 
If this is to be so, there is no escap- 
ing the conclusion that henceforth 
every country must, have its own 
trained chemists, its own laboratories, 
its own organic chemical factories, 
must make its own dyes, coal tars, 
perfumes, medicines. 

Of course no forcigner can be al- 
lowed to cold stock in these indus-

RISKY BUSINESS! 


France will make a serious if 
not disastrous mistake if she per- 
sists in her reported demand 
for a navy “surpassing the strength 
of any in the world save those of 
America and Great Britain;” or if 
she does anything, for that mat- 
ter, calculated to upset the gen- 
eral policies that have been agreed 
upon by the disarmament confer- 
ence, 

The whole world, weary of war 
and suffering under almost un- 
bearable tax burdens as a result of 
war, is thinking, talking and pray- 
ing for peace. 

And it is demanding assurance 
of permanent peace, and imme- 
diate reduction of armaments by 
all of the nations acting in con- 
cert, as a step to that end. 

At such a time as this and in 
the fact of such a demand, for any 
nation to attempt to increase its 
armaments, either on the land or 
on the sea, would be extremely 
risky business! 

It would be hazardous, not to 
the offending nation alone, but to 
the peace of the world. 

And France—the worst sufferer 
of all nations involved in the world 
war, and a nation that enjoys the 
respect and confidence, and that 
has the deepest sympathy, of all 
of the nations which made com- 
mon cause with her in the most 
tremendous and horrible war in 
history—France is always the last 
government from which a discor- 
dant note, or a demand out of con- 
sonance with the spirit of peace, 
was to have been expected! 

The dispatches say that France, 
instead of agreeing to a propor- 
tionate reduction of her naval 
strength in keeping with the 5-5-3 
ratio for America, Great Britain 
and Japan, as fixed by the Wash- 
ington conference, plans to build 
ten capital warships, averaging 
55,000 tons each, between 1925 and 
1936. 

In other words, during the period 
agreed upon by the conference as 
a naval holiday, France, according 
to the cables, would employ that 
time in adding to her power to 
wage war on the sea! 

The objects of the 5-5-3 and 
naval holiday plan, as correctly set 
forth by Sir’ Arthur Balfour, head 
of the British delegation to the 
Washington conference, comment- 
ing upon the startling announce- 
ment from Paris, are to— 

1. “Benefit all the countries con- 
cerned and benefit most those hav- 
ing the largest navies.” 

2. “Diminish the great tax burden 
upon the people of the British Em- 
pire and commensurately diminish 
like burdens on the people of a!) 
the other nations concerned.” 

3. “Leave all countries concerned 
safe from attack.” 


4. “Relieve cutthroat competition 
in naval armaments.” 


The decision of the “big three” 
naval powers—Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan—to which 
the 5-5-3 ratio plan applies, can- 
not be made final, as _ Balfour 
points out, without “satisfactory 
agreement” on French and Italian 


ullotments—and, of course, the re- ' 


ported French demand is any- 
thing but “satisfactory” to the 
other powers or to the masses of 
mankind. 

In addition to the inevitable ben- 
sfits categorically enumerated by 
Balfour, the British statesman de- 
clared further that the conference 
- agreement, if made final and per- 
- manent— 

‘wall relieve economic stress in a 
‘world suffering from economic up- 
It will constitute an ex- 
‘ample to the world and to history 
—a lesson in sacrifice. It does noth- 
ing which any patriot need regret 


if he considers merely the safety, 
eccurity and honor of his country.”

TAXING EDUCATION. 

Library boards and associations 
in all parts of the countfy are join- 
ing in. a monster protest against 
the provision of the Fordney tariff 
bill which, if it should become law, 
would prohibit a library to import 
more than two copies of any book 
free of duty. 

While that is the specific pro- 
vision to which the library authori- 
ties, as such, object, it is only one 
of the features of this section of 
the bill which is calculated to ob- 
struct the channels of education 
and enlightenment. 

Another is a provision removing 
text-books from the free list; and 
still another would restore the duty 
on the libraries of immigrants, 
which have been free from taxa- 
tion for more than 120 years. 

Not only librarians, but scholars 
and educators—all who are .inter- 
ested in intellectual progress— 
justly condemn these provisions of 
the bill as being reactionary, 
wholly , unwarranted and indefen- 
sible. © 

The Fordney act as a whole is 
an iniquitous measure, and if en- 
acted it will inevitably add to the 
already inordinate tax burden of 
the people; but no provision in it 
is more out of keeping with the 
spirit and the demands of the day 
in which we are living than those 
placing duty on books. 

Congress should not consider for 
& moment the enactment of such 
law, especially, as a republican 
contemporary puts it, “at a time 
when the reduction of illiteracy 
and the endeavor to promote bet- 
ter international understanding 
are issues in the forefront.” 

Such legislation is entirely at 
variance with the true spirit of 
democracy and of even justice to 
the masses. 

What the masses of the people 


need is broader and more free op- 


portunities to acquire books and 
knowledge; whereas the desire of 
the framers of the tariff bill that 
bears the name of Representative 
Fordney seems to be to penalize 
ook-buying, restrict book-reading 
and to put added difficulty in the 
way of the student.

| HEALTH TALKS

How Infantile Paralysis Ends. 


An alleged “cold” is no joke when 
it turns out to be infantile paralysis. 
We doctors, fortunately, have _ the 
habit of considering diseases in the 
abstract, else we should be of no use 
at all in time of grave trouble. Yet 
I think we share with the parent the 
terror and the anguish and maybe 
sometimes the tears that this cruel 
disease brings to the home. There is 
something appalling in the way polio- 
myelitis strikes down and maims a 
child, not like a thundering juggernaut 
from which a parent might strive to 
protect his own, but mysteriously, 
without warning and seemingly with- 
out cause. Except the wonder and 
majesty of the first great moment of 
maternity, I have seen nothing in life 
so inspiring as the faith of the moth- 
er who can accept this ruthless stroke 
and bear it with quiet fortitude as 
the will of providence. 

Well, the god of science is not whol- 
ly inscrutable. From the moment of 
infection (when the virus gains en- 
trance to the body) until the first 
sign or symptoms of illness (the in- 
cubation period) of ipfantile paralysis 
is about a week usually, sometimes a 
few days, sometimes as long as three 
weeks. The duration of the feverish 
stage, which is easily mistaken for 
such diseases as tonsilitis, influenza or 
a so-called “common cold” (coryza), 
is anywhere from one to seven days. 
Then the paralysis becomes manifest. 
But remember that in about half of 
all cases of poliomyelitis no paralysis 
or practically none occurs. And 
there are all transitions from these 
abortive or incomplete cases (recog- 
nized by serum tests) to the most 
extensive paralysis of all four limbs. 

Although there may be general ten- 
derness of the skin and pain in the 
limbs before the advent of paralysis, 
it is characteristic of the paralysis 
to develop completely at the time it 
first occurs. e muscles involved 
simply become flaccid; their power to 
respond to reflex nerve action is lost; 
they lose the power to respond to 


cles, or rather muscles with normal 
nerve and spinal cord connections re- 
spond. In four-fifths of the cases the 
paralysis is of one leg muscle group 
—for instance the group of muscles 
that draws the foot up when one walks. 
Most instances of the flail foot one 
sees here and there are the residual 
paralysis of poliomyelitis in early 
childhood. Both legs or a leg and an 
arm, or all four limbs, or the neck 
muscles or trunk muscles on one side 
may be involved. Paralysis of the dia- 
phragm itself, and of the intercostal 
muscles, with serious embarrassment 
of breathing, may occur. There is 


a fatal termination in about 10 per cent 


of cases. The outlook is better in 
children than in adults. About half 
of all cases in children terminate 
without pa alysis; about one-third of 
all cases in persons over 12 terminate 
in recovery without paralysis. 

In the first few weeks of the para- 
lytic stage there is usually steady re- 
covery from paralysis, except that in 
about half of the cases one muscle 
group remains more or less weakened 
and flaccid. Many cases of paralytic 
clubfoot and flatfoot are the residual 
paralysis of poliomyelitis in early life. 

For nearly two years after the at- 
tack a certain steady improvement 
may be expected, and this is of course 
greater when good treatment and a 
determination to get well (if the pa- 
tient is old enough) are both working 
in the patient’s welfare. :

Not alone because we are so deeply 
interested in the merchant marine— 
and we are—but the commissioner, Mr. 
Carson, is a southern man and, for 
many years, while general manager of 
the N., C. & St. &. railroad, was a 
resident of Atlanta. 

His report is quite interesting for 
the inforiwation it carries; and a sum- 
mary follows 

It shows that on June 30, 1921, 
the’ American merchant marine com- 
prised 28,012 vessels of all kinds, of 
18,282,136 gross tons, an increase over 
the preceding fiscal year of 1,958,114 
gross tons, or 12 per cent. 

Of this amount, 5,951 vessels, of 
11,077,398 gross tons, were in the 
foreign trade, 21,473 vessels of 
7,163,186 gross tons, were in coast- 
ing trade, and 5835 vesseis, of 41,602 
gross tons, in the fisheries. The ton- 
nage of vessels registered for the for- 
eign trade is almost eleven times 
larger than in 1914. 

There were 1,361 vessels, of 2,265,- 
115 gross tons, built, 380 vessls of 
183,209 gross tons, lost, and 212 ves- 
sels, of 116,572 gross tons, sold to 
alien flags during the year. 

It is interesting to note that the 
average gross tonnage of a merchant 
vessel in 1868 was 154, in 1920 it, 
was 079, and in 1921 it was 602. 

The number of officers below the 
grade of master, and seamen shipped 
and reshipped on American vessels by 
shipping commissioners, was 325,832, 
of which 48.3 per cent was American. 
The total number shipped, reshipped 
and discharged by shipping commis- 
sioners and collectors of customs, was 
707,206, 

The use of radio on American 
vessels has increased rapidly since 
1914, when there were 555 vessels 
equipped, compared with 2,978, in 1921, 
an increase of 437 per cent. 

The total number of radio stations 
of all kinds, with the exception of 
amateur receiving stations. which are 
not required to be licensed. was 10,355 
in 1920, and 12,258 in i921. 


The governmental agency dealing 

with veteran relief work, the United 
States veterans’ bureau, is now 
manned almost entirely by ex-serivce 
men. This situation has been long 
contemplated, and has been advocated 
by all the veteran organizations. The 
veterans have contended that their 
problems would receive more sympa- 
thetic consideration by one who had 
been in the service. ‘They felt that 
one who was familiar with the condi- 
tions existing during the war. both in 
army cantonments in this country, as 
well as the conditions which existed 
overseas, would be acquainted with the 
service procedure and, therefore, better 
able to render a fair decision in their 
case. 
' President Harding took this into 
consideration when he appointed an 
officer who had seen service overseas, 
Colonel Charles R. Forbes, to be di- 
rector of the veterans’ bureau. 

Colonel Forbes, in turn, has made it 
a point to fill practically all the re- 
sponsible positions with ex-service 
men, as well as to place in clerical 
positions, wherever possible, men who 
had worn the uniform. 

Regional officers are 100 per 
cent ex-service men. The managers 
of the fourteen regional districts are, 
without exception, ex-service men. 
These men are in direct charge of the 
activities of the veterans’ bureau relat- 
ing to compensation, hospitalization 
and vocational training in their re

Senator France calls attention to 
the fact that the testimony before the 
foreign relations committee of the 
house by ex-Governor Goodridge, of 
Indiana, who has just returned from 
Russia where he was sent by the gov- 
ernment to examine into conditions 
there, confirms the statements made 
by Senator France upon his return 
from Russia. Ex-Governor Goodridge 
speaks of the conditions in Russia, of 
the great work for relief there in other 
directions which is being carried on by 
Russian government and it is believed 
that the report of ex-Governor Good- 
ridge will go far toward bringing about 
a radical alteration in the government- 
al policy. 

Senator France, however, will not 
wait longer for the government to act.

MENACE, , 

Meanwhile the growth of the pro- 
fessional game has become a menace to 
college football. Of course, the pro 
game never can approach the college 
sport, and never can be a real rival, 
because it is impossible to get that 
tensity of. feeling, and the spirit of 
the schools into crowds. 

The colleges are opposing. the turn 
to professionalism’ bitterly, but in 
many sections without success. The 
pro promoters imagine that this op- 
position is due to commercialism. It 
is not, of course, but it is simply 
because the colleges want to up hold 
the high standard of the sport, and 
because they do not think that the 
chief end of a college career is to get 
a big salary for playing professional 
football. 

The pro game is going big in the 
Chicago district. This fall, as the con- 
ference teams were winding up their 
season, agents for the professional 
teams swarmed upon the college stars 
with offers of huge sums to quit col- 
lege and join the pro teams immedi- 
ately after playing their final college 
game.

For that 
matter, it was testified that Sir Bar- 
ton, Roseben, Careful and Dodge all 
are cribbers in a quiet way and who 
knows but other great horses may 
secretly nibble their bedding late at 
night when the stable boys are doz- 
ing? 

Altogether, Playfellow is the one 
that suffers in this suit, his good 
running en the track being utterly 
ignored and his little faults shouted 
from the: stable tops. Man-o’-War is 
said to have disowned him and _ their 
daddy, the Great Playfair, is pretty 
much cut up over the scandal. Lesser 
horses in the Sinclair stable that nev- 
er finished. in the running are high- 
hatting poor Playfellow, refusing to 
drink with him at the_ trough, 
and. the little .raon filly in’ the 
next stall has been very  pine- 
apple ice since the dirt got around 
about how her fella cribs and eats his 
bedding. —
